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Applicant argue the final rejection is not understood and appears to be in error with regards to: 

"third mechanisms" on Col. 1 9, lines 25-35 of Steger prior art does not teach or suggest sending an updated information unit to the client to 
replace an information unit having the same identifier and already used in the display based on whether a new update stamp has been 
assigned. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Steger taught the server sends a block of data (claimed information units) to the client along 
with a timestamp which indicates the time data was received by the driver object. The server further determines which data values of the 
block has changed (previous data already received by client) and then sends the data elements which have changed along with with the 
TQID (identifier of the block that identifies the data elements from the devices; also see Fig. 3) to the client along with an updated 
timestamp (Steger, Col. 11, lines 8-13, 23-29, 52-67, Col. 12, lines 1-15). Examiner further points out data is generated or acquired by one 
or more hardware acquisition devices (i.e. programmable logic controllers) and viewed by the client using the Logos browser protocol 
(Steger, Col. 8, lines 48-53, Col. 9, lines 45-51). Steger in combination with Hawes would have provided an obvious motivation to further 
improve the browser protocol to allow the items of information to be displayed as information units which are separately updateable (Hawes, 
Col. 5, lines 3-9). 
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
